priest, prophet and rainmaker to 
his people, and, as Mr. Mather says 
in his "Golden South Africa:" "In 
a bag of goatskin in bis own special 
hat he has treasures — all sorts of 
odds and ends. A peep into that 
bag disclost* knuckle bones of men 
and beasts, pieces of dried flesh, bit* 
of hair, roots and stalks of plants, 
rocks, scraps of broken bottles, to- 
gether with an old tattered photo- 
graph or two. 
When rain is want- 


ed, Umbandme gets his queer bag 
oat 
He calls one <~>r two witch doc- 


tors to attend him ami then per 
forms some tricks. An 01 is sacri- 
ficed, after vrhich his majesty de- 
clares that it will rain.'' 


In this multitude of charms the 


idea of medicine as a cure for dis- 
ease seems to be entirely lofet sight 
of, but probably some of them may 
be useu interiiaDy. for roots and 
stalks of plants usually figure among 
them, and it may be observed that 
eavages have everywhere discover- 
ed the medicinal uses of their native 
roots asd piants and have in many 
instances initiated Europeans in 
their virtues. The Kami's always 
carry and use the root of the male 
fern as an anthelmintic, and there 
is a ceitain rout known among the 
Dutch at the Cape as ''David's 
root," eagerly sought by the Hot- 
tentots and Bushmen, and clug up 
by them w ith much ceremony when 
the sun is at a particular point in 
tbe heavens, the digger using many 
precautions that his or her shadow 
may not rest upon it. Ttia root is 
u powerful tonic and ia need by 
them as such, and from them has 
been transferred to European medi- 
cine chests. These untutored sav- 
ages know also tbe value of mints 
as nerve soothers and employ tbe 
leaves of a native mint to bind upon 
the head in case of headache. We 
might, indeed, cite instances innu- 
merable in wbicb valuable plants 
have been introduced into our phar- 
macopoeia from native sources, but 
will only mention the coca, cow 
so highly prized, which has been in 
use in Central America and Mexico 
for who shall say how many cen- 
turies.— Chambers' Journal.

The 
surface of Lake Ontario is the low- 
est of all the lakes, being less than 
600 feet above tide, but its bed ia 260 
feet below the ocean level, or on 
about the same level with Lakes 
Michigan, Huron and Superior. So 
there is a continuous fall from Lake 
Superior to Lake Ontario, and all 
the known outlet that the up.cr 
lakes have is in the comparatively 
insignificant Detroit river. It does 
not seem within the bounds of phys- 
ical possibility that the Detroit river 
could dispose of all that great vol- 
ume of water from above or its 
banks withstand the 
enormous 


pressure of that immense volume, 
and the theory of the existence of 
the underground river such as I 
mentioned setms to me not only 
plausible, but the eii-u^nee of that 
stream is a aeoessity. All the St. 
Lawrence river fishes are found in 
every one of tho ^reut lakes except 
Lake Erie. Why* Becaufeo they 
follow the course of the subterra- 
nean river, passing 300 feet beneath 
the bottom of Lake Erie, and enter 
the waters of Lake Michigan, thence 
to be distributed to the other lakes 
above it. 


'•The lakes above Lake Erie have 


frequent but irregular flux and re 
flux of their waters, corresponding 
with ocean tides. What is the ex- 
planation of the mystery of those 
erratic lake tides ( Simply, accord- 
ing to my opinion, that the subter- 
ranean river becomes, occasionally 
obstructed by great obstacles that 
are constantly separated from the 
lake bottoms and moved down. 
Then that supplementary outlet for 
the great volume of water above for 
the time becomes useless, and the 
only other nutlet, Detroit river, bt- 
ing insufficient for tho purpose, the 
waters afe dammed b:u-k. and the 
lakes rise. At la».t tin underground 
obstructions are s\\ t-pt away by the 
irresistible pressure, ti.f t-ubterra- 
nean river flows ^uturally once 
more, and the dammed waters of the 
upper lakes subside 
Tlut is the 


whole mystery of tho rise and, fall 
of the tides in the groat lakea."—

"livery yvur I have one or more old 


men come to me with samples of food to 
be examined for poison, Tbeco men, 
without exception, have married young 
wives, and when the hut-band ie t:tke.n 
sick aud duos not recover as quickly as 
ho thinks ho should ho begins lo suspect 
that his young wife w^nts to get rid of 
him and is poisonirg him gradually 
through the medium of his food. Of 
course ho does not want his wife to 
know of his suspicions, so ho quietly 
gets n sample of the food hu suspects, 
iiijcl at some unusual hour for work, 
generally either early iu the morning or 
verj- late in tho evening, he comes to 
me and tells mo very secretly that ho 
wishes to have ::u examination for poison 
made.

have made a number of such analyses I 
have never found poison present in any 
case. Then the, husband is very much 
afraid thai his wife will find out ho SHS 
ported her, and he g-'ts out of my labo- 
ratory JM the quickest and quietest man- 
ner possible. Ho every year I oypeet to 
see Komo elderly man coining apprehen- 
sively up my ofiico stairs with a well 
concealed sample of food about him to 
be examined for poiyon. Every year hi 
comes, ever year I jiiiiko my analysis 
arid 'hid no POJROH, i;iid every year the 
old gentleman pf-'s infc.r::i:itio:i that h 
corsidere chenput tlr.: price."—Chic;;,,- 
Journal.
